THE TENNESSEE DERBY. 



The Tennessee Derby will be decided at Mem- 
phis Tuesday, April 9. It is easily the most im- 
portant early three-year-old event of the western 
turf, and is invested wdth importance in the 
minds of followers of racing from the fact that 
it is considered to afford a clue to probable re- 
sults in the greater stakes for three-year-olds to 
follow at Louisville, St. Louis and Cincinnati. 
In a monetary sense it is a race of importance, 
since the winner will carry off $4,250, while the 
second horse will gather in $500 and the third 
$250. 

At present the general impression is that the 
Derby this year will fall either to one of J. W. 
Schorr & Son’s pair,'Lieber Karl and Wilson, or 
“Umbrella Bill’’ McGuigan’s Bannockbnrn, but 
the history of this race is full of unexpected 
results and it is not at all impossible that an 
outsider may follow the example set by Buckvi- 
dere, Berclair, Fandango and Jamboree in 
carrying off the prize through fluky defeat of 
better horses.

In its early years the Tennessee Derby was 
over the correct mile and a half route, but in 
consideration of its early date, it was reduced 
to nine furlongs.
